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Vera Cruz, Mexico, on May 16, via Coatzacoalcos, and arrived at this 
port on May 28, four days out from the latter port. The case developed 
exactly five days after arrival, June 3. The source of infection was 
probably Vera Cruz. 

The health of the city and surrounding country appears to be good.

Sir: Through the chief sanitary inspector, Havana, Cuba, I have the 
honor to submit herewith the following report for Matanzas, Cuba, 
together with the sanitary information of subports in this district for 
the period covered between May 20 to 24, inclusive : 

Matanzas. — Thirteen deaths occurred in the city of Matanzas, of the 
following causes: Tuberculosis, 2; congenital debility, 2; typhoid 
fever, 1 ; cerebral hemorrhage, 1 ; tetanus, infantile, I ; septicemia, 
puerperal, 1 ; enteritis, 1 ; nephritis, 1 ; heart disease, 3. No quaran- 
tinable disease was reported in this district. Bills of health were issued 
to the following vessels: May 21, Cuban steamship Curityba, with 55 
crew and 75 passengers, bound direct for New York. May 24, British 
steamship Kestor, with 22 crew, bound direct for Boston. 

Cardenas. — Six deaths are said to have occurred, due to the following 
causes : Tuberculosis, 1 ; pernicious fever, 1 ; general debility in chil- 
dren, 1 ; acute paludism, 1 ; malarial fever. 1 ; athrepsia, 1. 

Isabela de Sagua. — Three deaths are said to have occurred, due to the 
following causes : Tetanus, 1 ; heart disease, 1 ; broncho-pneumonia, 1. 
No quarantinable disease is reported. 

Caibarien. — One death is said to have occurred, due to infectious 
gastro- enteritis. No quarantinable disease is reported.

Report from London. 

London, England, M<hj 26, 1902. 

Sir : I have the honor to report for the week ended May 24, 1902, 
5 ships were inspected and 87 of crew and cattlemen were vaccinated. 
There were 37 deaths from smallpox for the week ended May 17, 1902, 
and 1,360 cases were under treatrneut. During the month of April, 
1902, there were 1,394 cases reported in Loudon and 254 deaths. One 
hundred and ninety-five of these were reported from the eastern and 
southern districts of London, these being the neighborhood of sailors' 
and cattlemen's homes.
